The ev il odor a rising from three sordid messes 
a t the sa me time is more tha n ev en Wa shington 
is used to. All a t the sa me time the ca pita l a nd 
the na tion a re subjected to these sorry situa tions: 
1—Cedric Worth, a ssista nt secreta ry of the 
na v y confesses a uthorship of a n a nonymous letter 
besmirching hea ds of other serv ices a nd a ttempt­ 
ing to discredit the Army’s B-38 bombers. 
2—Ev idence becomes more conclusiv e tha t Ma ­ 
jor Genera l Ha rry H. Va ugha n, the President's 
milita ry a ide, used the White House to distribute 
persona l a nd politica l fa v ors a nd influence in a 
wa y to sha me the most ca llous wa rd heeler. 
3—Ma jor Genera l Alden H. Wa itt a dmits tha t 
he wrote a memora ndum pra ising himself a nd 
belittling fellow-officers who might be possible 
ca ndida tes for his job a s hea d of the Army 
Chemica l corps. 
Any one of these incidents is a sca nda l to 
sicken a ll who believ e in clea n gov ernment. Two 
of them strike a t na tiona l security. The ca se of 
Genera l Va ugha n merely inv olv es the type of 
politica l ma neuv ering tha t is a ll too common on 
a ll lev els of public life. 
The most serious a spect of the whole na usea t­ 
ing a nd a la rming situa tion is the compla cent a t­ 
titude of President Truma n a nd his a dministra tion. 
Loya lty to friends a nd a ssocia tes is commenda ble 
to a certa in point. When it inv olv es na tiona l 
security a nd the funda menta ls of persona l honesty 
on the pa rt of those a ssocia tes blind loya lty be­ 
comes a da nger to the na tion. 
If the President neglects or refuses to a ct in 
the fa ce of such conv incing ev idence a s ha s been 
presented, then congress a nd possibly the Depa rt­ 
ment of Justice fa ce a clea r responsibility for 
clea ning up the disgra ceful mess.

It is the genera l’s contention tha t the enlisted 
men of toda y’s reserv es will be compa ny officers 
in ev ent of a nother wa r. He thinks tha t they will 
be better sea soned for their responsibilities if they 
a re trea ted a s the equa l of officers during tra ining. 
The officer ca ste system ha s been under fire 
for a long time. There ha v e been ma ny brea ks in 
;he line div iding the officers from the men. This 
s inev ita ble in a democra cy. The theory tha t the 
officer is a different kind of indiv idua l from the 
ma n who serv es under him da tes ba ck to the da ys 
when officers were from the nobility a nd the 
soldiers were commoners. In toda y’s a rmy the en­ 
listed ma n ma y well be the superior in socia l ba ck­ 
ground, tra ining a nd cha ra cter of the ma n who 
comma nds him. 
In the time of wa r there doubtless must be 
some distinction in ra nk. In pea cetime tra ining 
there is no good rea son why a ll men in uniform 
should not be socia l equa ls. The executiv e in a 
priv a te business needs no sta rs or ba rs to ma in­ 
ta in discipline. Armed serv ice tra ining would not 
suffer if the officers, who rea lly a re the tea chers, 
were to sit down a t mess with the men they a r« 
instructing.

The Beau tifu l, Pu re Ohio 
Ohio’s la w prohibiting pollution of wa ter cn 
termg the Ohio riv er went into effect Frida y. 
Sev en other sta tes ha v e signed the pa ct promising 
to end dumping of untrea ted sewa ge a nd indus­ 
tria l wa ste into the riv er a nd its tributa ries. 
When the first white men ca me they found 
the Ohio a nd a ll its tributa ries bea utiful a nd 
teeming with a n a bunda nt supply of fish life, 
There a re men now liv ing who remember when 
most of the strea ms in the grea t wa tershed suppli­ 
ed fish in plenty for a ll who ca red to go a fter 
them. 
Then industry settled a long the shores a nd 
poisonous wa ste soon ma de the wa ter uninha bit­ 
a ble for a ny except the most ha rdy a nd most un­ 
desira ble of fish. In some pla ces the pollution 
ha s been a mena ce to huma n a nd a nima l hea lth. 
All a uthorities a gree tha t it is possible to end 
this poisoning of the wa ters a nd restore the whole 
Ohio riv er system to its origina l purity. It will 
ta ke a lot of money a nd considera ble time. The 
results will justify the expense a nd e» fort. 
The la w now giv es sta te a nd loca l a uthorities 
the power they need to compel complia nce. A 
ma jority of municipa lities a nd priv a te concerns 
a lrea dy ha v e ta ken steps to end pollution v olun- 
ta ril;*. 
It will be a grea t da y for the millions of people 
in eight grea t sta tes when the Ohio riv er a nd a ll 
the riv ers, creeks a nd brooks emptying into it 
a ga in a re pure a nd clea n. 
Most of the prev ious offenders ha v e indica ted 
they will do their pa rt.

In the second, there a re no con­ 
v ulsions, a nd the loss of con­ 
sciousness la sts for only a few 
moments a t a time. 
Ma king Dia gnosis 
Electrica l tra cings of the bra in 
wa v es not only help in ma king 
a dia gnosis of epilepsy, 
but in 
determining the type of disorder 
present a nd in checking 
trea t­ 
ment a fter it is begun. 
One drug for the 
petit ma l 
ca ses is known a s trimetha dione. 
It seems to control the a tta cks 
in a bout one-third of the ca ses. 
Another drug used is ca lled 
pa ra dione a nd it ma y 
be 
em­ 
ployed in those ca ses which ho /e 
not responded to the trimetha ­ 
dione. 
Da ma ging Effect 
Both of these drugs ma y ha v e 
some da ma ging effect on the 
bone ma rrow where the blood 
cells 
a rc 
ma de in 
the 
body. 
Hence, when the drugs a re used, 
it is importa nt tha t the number 
of cells in the blood be deter­ 
mined a t regula r interv a ls. 
It ma y be helpful a lso to use 
prenoba rbita l, 
a 
drug f h i c h 
quiets the nerv ous system in a ll 
of 
these 
ca ses. 
Phenoba rbita J 
is especia lly v a lua ble in control­ 
ling grund ma l a tta cks. 
Still a nother drug which is 
useful both for gra nd ma l a nd 
petit 
ma l 
epilepsy 
is 
ca lled 
thyphenytoin. Of 30 pa tients with 
gra nd ma l a tta cks, 20 were im­ 
prov ed, a nd of 9 with petit ma l 
a tta cks, 7 were inmprov ed. Rea c­ 
tions to this drug ma y occur, such 
a s thickening of the gums, inco­ 
ordina tion, a nd skin ra sh, but it 
does not seem to ha v e a ny da m­ 
a ging effect on the blood-forming 
orga ns. 
Epilepsy In Children 
Wha t is known a s the 
keto- 


genic diet ma y be helpful in epi­ 
lepsy in children. This diet, wnich 
is rich in fa t, reduces the a mount 
of a lka line in the blood a nd tis­ 
sues. 
Anyone with epilepsy should, 
of course, be under the ca re of 
a doctor. Drugs for this disea se 
ca n be da ngerous of ta ken with­ 
out direction. 
Moreov er,

trial wastes into the state’s waters 
went into effect.’ The law in­ 
cludes the “bo undary waters,*' 
Lake Erie and the Ohio river. 
Said Go v. Frank J. Lausche in 
a statement o n the new law: 
‘This is Ohio ’s co ntributio n to 
the Ohio river valley water sani­ 
tatio n co mpact. It also is the 
beginning o f a lo ng campaign to 
undo the damage bro ught abo ut 
by y ears and y ears o f inadequ­ 
ate co ntro l.” 
States Agree 
The co mpact is between Ohio , 
Indiana, West Virginia, Kentuc­ 
ky , Virginia, New Yo ^k, Illino is 
and P e n n s y l v a n i a . All have 
agreed to halt po llutio n jo f the 
Ohio river and its tributaries. 
“It will take time fo r existing 
municipalities and industries to 
clean up,” Go v. Lausche said,
